TO BE PASSED ON. 


THE ISLAND’S PRODUCTS. 
Republican Members of the Commmit- 
tee Will Meet Today to Take Final 
Action—Senator Aldrich Fails to Line

WASHINGTON, May 26.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Republican mem- 
bers of the Senate Cuban Committee 
will meet tomorrow morning, and pass 
finally upon the Cuban reciprocity that 
is to be reported to the Senate. The 
main features of that bill have been 
already agreed upon. There will be 
a 20 per cent. cut in the tariff upon 
Cuban products, and the term for 
which the cut was made is apt to be 
indefinite. The next step tomorrow 
will be to get an agreement in the Sen- 
ate, whereby this bill can be passed. 

Senator Aldrich spent the entire day 
today trying to get all Republican Sen- 
ators to agree, but he.failed in lining 
uy the Senators who heretofore have 
stood for the beet-sugar industry. 
Senator Aldrich counts upon the sup- 
port of Senator McMillan of Mich’gan, 
who has been before this counted upon 
the opposite side of the question. It 
is claimed that Senator McMillan will 
vote to report the Cuban biil from the 
Cuban committee, of which he is a 
member, and that thereafter he will 
take no part in the matter. 

Serator Aldrich today suggested 
rather drastic measures to get the bill 
through the Senate. The party cau- 
cus is rarely resorted to upon either 
side of the Senate chamber upon a4 
question like this, but Senator Aldrich 
today sald he would try to have other 
Republican leaders join him in calling 
a caucus of al] Republican Senators 
and adopting resolutions in caucus 
that will bind Republican Senators to 
support the bill. This plan caused a 
good deal of Indigaation among some 
Republican Senators, and some of them 
declared. that they would not enter 
euch a caucus, and would not be bound 
by its action. They all, however, ex- 
pressed willingness to enter a Repub- 
lican conference, the action of which 
is not binding, for the purpose of dis- 
cursing the Cuban question among the 
Senators.

FISHING EXCURSION SAVED HIM 
FROM DEATH IN ERUPTION. 


— 


He Was About Two Miles Off Shore 
When the Volcano Overwhelmed the 
City—Vivid Description of the Scenes 
of Horror. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 

NEW YORK, May 2.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Among the passengers on 
the ship Caracas which arrived today 
from West Indian ports, was Comte 
Fitzjames. The Comte had been stop- 
ping at St. Pierre on his way here 
from French Guiana and there he was 


northward on the day of the eruption. 
He and Baron De Fonteneillia went 
out fishing in a small boat, and were 
about two miles off shore when the 
eruption came. From the top of the 
cone there was a burst of white 
amoke similar to that at the explo- 
sion of a cannon’s charge, and this 
was immediately followed by a rap- 
idly-outspreading pall of heavy, biack 
smoke, overlying a dense yellowish 
cloud, which settled rapidly over St. 
Pierre. Almost immediately after the 
alr became exceedingly hot and stifling 
and soon ashes began to fall. The 
spreading cloud was impenetrabie to 
the eye. The town was obscured, 
completely buried in black mist. 

Then the black cloud gradually rose, 
and as it was dissipated the yellow- 
ish mist melted into atmosphere, also, 
and as it vanished there leaped into 
the air the flames of St. Pierre burn- 
ing. The fire burned for four or five 
hours and &8t. Pierre was no more. 
The Comte said it was impossible to 
impart the impression the awful spec- 
tacle made upon a witness of it. 

“To see ships in the air.” said he, 
“was to be stunned at the forces play- 
ng before one’s eyes. I happened to 


be looking directly at the cable ship 
Grappler when the turmoil! reached the 


the water, I should say fifteen feet, 
then come down and sink instantly.” 

It became so unbearably hot even 
where the Comte and his companion 
were that they had to pull away as 
hard as they could. They landed some 
distance to the southward, as soon a¢ 
they believed they had reached a safe 
place, and made their way afoot to 
Fort de France. The next day they 
went back to the ruined town. 

The Comte brought with him here 4 
claret glass fused, twisted and fat- 
tened, with the suggestion of irides- 
cence that is found on some burned 
giasces. He took it from a shop in &t. 
Pierre, where it had been with others 
on one of the set of wooden shelyes. 
The shelves had fallen in the collapse 
of the building’s walls, and while the 
wood was not burned in the least, the 
glassware was al! half fueed. Near by, 
on the floor, a little girl had been play- 
ing with dolls, and there was a smal! 
toilet set among the toys. Every piece 
of crockery in the toilet set was fused, 
as was the claret glass, but the corpse 
of the child was not burned. 

The Comte also brought with h‘m 
three £.5 pieces, the size of our silver 
dollar, which had been literally boiling, 
as bubbles on them showed, yet they 


them was not even effaced. These 
things, and others similar, furnished 
clear evidence of the tremendous and 
momentary intensity of the heat. The 
destruction of St. Pierre's population 
was instantaneous, according to these 
indications.

nies undertake to pay the combine an 
annual sum equal to dividend on 
shares amounting to at least twenty 
million marks. This provision was 
agreed upon when the capital of the 
German lines was 80,000,000 marks 
each, and in the event of an increase 
in the capital, a contingency which 
meanwhile has arisen. the combine re- 
serv the right of increasing the an- 
nual m accruing to it to an amount 
equalling dividends of 25 per cent. of 
the capital stock. 

The syndicate, in return, pledges it- 
self to pay the Germans 6 per cent. 
on a corresponding amount of capital, 
and not to send any ships to a tier- 
man port, without the consent of the 
German companies. The latter are 
bound to limit their traffic from Brit- 
ish ports. They can, however, con- 
tinue the existing service. The Ger- 
mans are not preciuded from inciud- 
ing in their ports of call hereafter 
British ports from which the combine 
does not run service, nor from running 
their South American, Mexican and 
West Indian services from British 
ports, even though the combine utilizes 
the same ports. 

The combine, on the other hand, un- 
ertakes to allow two ships weekly in 
each direction to touch at French ports. 
The Getmans are debarred from touch- 
ing at Belgian ports with ships run- 


agree not to touch at English ports 
exceeding seventy-five times for each 


gate of 300 calls. The Germans are 
free to increase their sailings from 
French ports, in which case the com- 
bine is entitled to an increase pro- 
portionately. 

The establishment of new lines, or 
the extension of existing service, if so 
large as to double the present num- 
ber of sailings, must before being car- 
ried out, be submitted to a committee 
of the joint contracting parties. 

The combine will not have the right 
to prevent such extension. however, 
except In the event of such party de- 
string to effect such extension or es- 
tablishment of new lines, it is bound 
to give the other the option of par- 
ticipating to the extent of one-third. 
This provision does not affect coastal 
or similar minor services. 

The North Atlantic cabin passenger 
traffic of both parties is to be regu- 
lated by a special pooling arrange- 
ment. and it is agreed to maintain the 
present pool regarding steerage pas- 
sengers. The freight business will be 
continued under the existing agree- 
ments. 

The agreement provides further for 
the arrangements of differences and 
it becomes imperative In the event of

The steamer Bailey started for White 
Horse that night, carrying a full load 
of passengers and a heavy mail.

BRITISH COLUMBIAN AFFAIRS.

VANCOUVER (B. C.) May 26.—An 
order in council! has been passed, pro- 
viding that the timber on a homestea! 
in the railway belt in the province of 
British Columbia ts the property of 
the homesteader only after he obtains 
the patent for his homestead, unless 
such timber was previously granted 
under a license or a permit but he may 
cut and sell timber free of duty in the 
actual clearing of his homestead, or 
he may obtain a permit to cut timber 
for sale outside of the tract he is 
clearing upon payment of the ordinary 
duties which wil! be refunded to him 
upon the issue of his patent. 

By an order in council, a provision is 
made that a royalty of 2% per cent. 
on the value of all gold at $15 per 
ouhee shipped from the Yukon terri- 
tory from the ist of May, 1902, shall 
be paid to the comptroller instead of 
the royalty heretofore collected.

Touch of Pessimism in 
Pretoria Dispatch. 


London Papers are Sure 
the War is Over. 


Cabinet Council Today Will 
Probably Go Over the 
Entire Ground. 


IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.! 
PRETORIA, May 2%—[{By South 
African Cable.] The prevalence 


throughout South Africa of the opti- 
mistic feeling in regard to the peace 
negotiations is hardly based on solid 
facts. The protraction of the confer- 
ence at Vereeniging is not necessarily 
a hopeful situaton. 

The delegates to the conference, al- 
though they have abandoned their hope 
of securing independence, still have 
many points of difference with the gov- 
ernment, while an obstinate minority 
continues to regard the resumption of 
hostilities as the best outcome of the 
present situation, and at any moment 
these points of difference may be ac- 
centuated into a refusal to continue 
the negotiations. 

It is most unlikely that those who 
are in favor of peace will throw up 
the sponge so long as a decent minority 
is desirous of continuing the struggle, 
and all these dissonant elements must 
be taken into account before it is pos- 
sible to give any sort of predicton as 
to the issue of the present negotia- 
tions.

WILL PRPPARE ULTIMATUM.

FIGHTING SPION KOP OVER.

NEW YORK, May 26.—An important 
book is published today, says a Trib- 
une dispatch from London, in refer- 
ence to Sir Charles Warren's action at 
Spion Kop. The author conceals his 
identity under the pseudonym of ° Ve- 
fender.” but it is understood he ex- 
presses Sir Charles Warren's own views 
with regard to that famous battle. 

It will be remembered that about a 
month ago Sir Charlies Warren publicly 
complained that the government was 
still withholding some documents bear- 
ing upon his operations and that those 
which were published, if considered by 
themselves, gave a totally incorrect 
view of the matter, and one which re- 
flected seriously on his military repu- 
tation.

The 
writer says the general result of all the 
information is to make it clear that 
Spion Kop was the key to the position 
dominatin~- the country, and that no 
one was more astonished at its un- 
authorized abandonment than Gen. 
Warren, except the Boers themselves.

CAPT. M’DONALD TESTIFIES. 
DENIES ALL ACCUSATIONS. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A 4} 
WASHINGTON, May %#.—Capt. Mc- 
Donald, formerly of the Twenty- 
sixth Infantry, one of the officers ac- 
cused in Corp. O'Brien's testimony, 
was before the Philippine Committee 
of the Benate today. He denied all 
of the allegationg made by O’Brien, 
and said O'Brien was elsewhere at 
the time he claimed to have been pres- 

ent. 

Capt. McDonald denied the statement 
by O’Brien that he (McDonald) and a 
number of other officers misbehaved 
at a mative dance. He showed that 
at the time alleged, Maj. Cook, one of 
the officers named, and himself were 
on duty elsewhere. ‘Capt. McDonald 
said O’Brien was a troublesome _sol- 
dier. 

Capt. McDonald, who is from Char- 
lestown, Mass., said he had no doubt 
that he was the Capt. Frederick Mc- 
Donald referred to in Corporal 
O'Brien's testimony. He admitted hav- 
ing seem the “water cure’ administer- 
ed at Igbaras, but asserted that O'- 
Brien was at San Joaquin, thirty miles 
away, at the time. Witness said he 
went to the Philippines in 1899, and had 
been there eighteen or twenty months. 

Senator Lodge. Do you know any- 
thing of the violation of the person 
of a Spanish woman by American of- 
ficers, as testified to by O'Brien? 

Capt. McDonald. No such circum- 
stance ever occurred at that time or 
any other time from the beginning to 
the end of my stay in the Philippines, 
and I have never known of a Spanish 
woman or any other woman being vio- 
lated by an American officer. 

Regarding O'Brien's statement that 
McDonald and other officers had de- 
meaned themselves disgracefully at a 
native dance at San Joaquin, Capt. 
McDonald said: “That statement is a 
deliberate lie from beginning to end.” 

Capt. McDonald also flatly contra- 
dicted O'Brien's statement to the effect 
that he or any other officers of the 
company had withheld from the troops 
the rations to which they were entitled. 
In that connecfion, he called attention 
to the fact that the captain of a com- 
pany never handled the funds for the 
purchase of supplies needed by his com- 
mand. He also declared that it was 
not true that the bread received for 
the company had been sold, 

As to the statement that the insur- 
gents had put a price on his head be- 
cause of cruelty, Capt. McDonald said 
he had never heard of that fact if it 
were a fact. He also denied that he 
had ever struck a prisoner over the 
head with a revolver, as O’Brien had 


charged. 

“If,” he said “a prisoner had not 
done as ordered I should have shot 
him, instead of striking him.” 

Speaking of the treatment of peaceful 
natives by the Americans’in the Phil- 
ippines, Capt. McDonald said it was 
like the treatment of a child by his 
father. The witness also testified con- 
cerning the capture of the barrio of 
Lanog. in connection with which 
O’Brien had said that an unarmed 
boy had been fired upon by the en- 
tire..command, that three old men, 
two of. them bearing a flag of truce, 
had been shot down, and that a woman 
and two children had been burned to 
death. He denied all the statements, 
detailing these supposed circumetances, 
but said it was true that the barrio 
had been captured and burned. It 
was a stockaded stronghold of ia- 
drones set on a hill and considered 
inaccessible while the Spaniards con- 
trolled the country. When his troops 
approached it the natives fired first, 
but the place was taken. 

The Americans occupied the town 
for hours, and then, after giving am- 
ple notice of their intentions. had set 
fire to the place. -If any person was 
burned to death, he never had heard 
of the fact, nor had he ever given 


any orders, while approaching the 
place, to take no prisoners.

CHICAGO, May 2%. — A conference 
that promises to change the aspect of 
the anthracite strike situation was 
held in this city today between several 
members of the National Civic Fed- 
eration and union interests. Prest- 
dent John Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers of America, who arrived here 
Sunday, met Frank P. Sargent and 
Franklin MacVeagh of the federation 
and Samuel Keefe of the Longshore- 
men's Union, and plans for further 
arbitrative endeavors on the part of 
the federaton were discussed. 

The meeting was executive, and defi- 
nite statements as to details of the 
conference were not announced. It Is 
understood, however, that the plan 
agreed on contemplates calling another 
conference of the miners, operators and 
the whole committee of the National 
Civic Federation at New York with 
a view to arbitrating the strike ques- 
tion. It is said that the plan will be 
sent to Senator Hanna for approval be- 
fore a recommendation for further ar- 
bitration is made. If the plan is car- 
ried into effect it is said that some 
definite announcement of it will be 
made within a week or ten days.

WANTED COURT TO HELP THEM.

FAN FRANCISCO, May 26. — The 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals today handed down a decision 
reversing that of the lower court in 
the case of Farce Domenico and 
twenty others against the Alaska 
Packers’ Association. 

Domenico and his associates were 
fishermen in the employ of the com- 
pany last year. They shipped to work 
in the company’s cannery at Pyramid 
Harbor, at $50 and $60 per month. 
When they reached their destination 
they demanded of the superintendent 
that he make new contracts raising 
the wages to $100 a month. The su- 
perintendent protested that he had no 
authority to act in the matter, but 
the men said they would take the 
chances. They had with them a ship- 
ping commissioner from Northwestern 
Alaska, before whom they signed the 
new contracts. 

Judge Ross, who wrote the decision 
for the court, declares that the super- 
intendent was coerced into signing 
the new contract by reason of not be- 
ing able to secure other men, and that 
had he not signed the new contracts, 
great damage to the company's prop- 
erty would have resulted.

Fifty Thousand Volumes Cir- 
culated in a Year by the 
Bible Society.

NEW YORK, May %.—The American 
Bible Society has received from its 
agent in the Philippines, Rev. J. C. 
Goodrich, his annual report on the 
situation in the islands, inclusive of 
the circulation of the Bible. He says: 
“It was no child’e task that con- 
fronted us. When the Spanish govern- 
ment officials withdrew, those who had 
shaped affairs remained behind. Shaken 
loose by the revolutien, still this system 
clung, and must be considered, concili- 
ated and dealt with before those who 
have suffered much and protested long 
can be benefited. Careful diplomacy 
has been necessary to bring about 
anything order. 

“Negotiations for the settlement of 
the land question have been carried on 
over slumbering volcanos of disap- 
pointed hatred. 

“The educational department which 
has startied the world by the boldness 
and magnitude of its plan is tackling 
ite problem with enthusiasm. 

“The missionary forces have been 
greatly augmented. The Baptists and 
Presbyterians on .the island of Panay 
are reaching many of the rural people 
at the market places, where they con- 
gregate from miles in the interior, and 
are greatly interested in the teaching 
of the Bible. Dr. Hall has a hospital 
at Iloilo, and is proving that medical 
mirsions are profitable in spiritual re- 
suits. At Damagualo the Siliman in- 
stitute, under the direction of Rev. Mr. 
Hibbard, is well established, with a 
growing attendance. 

“The United Brethren Church has 
established work at Vigan, on the 
northern part of the island of Luzon, 
with headquarters at Manila. 

“The Disciple Church has two repre- 
sentatives in Manila, where English 
work is under way. Work among the 
Filipinos will begin shortly. 

“The Methodist Episcopai Church has 
opened work in Hagonoy, Bulucan 
province, in San Fernando, Pampango 
province, and Gerona, Tarlac province, 
all on the island of Luzon. 

“A union of the Protestant churches 
in the archipelago was effected for the 
purpose of utilizing the missionary 
forces to the best and greatest advan- 
tage by the division of the field, and 
the open discussion of all questions of 
common interest. ‘The Evangelical 
Union of the Philippine Islands,’ was 
chosen as the name, and a committee 
was appointed which succeeded in 
effegting a division of the fleld so that 
fo¥ at least three years there shall be 
practically no overlapping of the dif- 
ferent missions. Provision was made 
for an Executive Committee, to which 
shall be referred any question of com- 
ity which might arise. At the first 
annual convention of this organiza- 
tion, representatives from the entire 
field were heard, and vital questions 
affecting the whole field discussed. 

“While the Filipino church has not 
the unity and freedom from sectarian- 
ism hoped for, and there seems to be 
little prospect of interdenominational 
schools and literature, very much has 
been accomplished by this union. of 
forces, and it is honed that with the 
growth of the missions there will be tn 
this fleld the working out In practical 
shape of all the growing world-wide 
feeling for the unity and harmony of 
Chirst’s church. 

“Outside the people of Manila and 
its environs there are none so ripe 
for the use of the Bible, and who re- 
ceive it so eagerly as do the peopic 
of Pampanga province. 

“We are in receipt of the first gospel 
to be translated into the language of 
the Cebuan group of the Visayan Is!- 
ands. Chaplain John A. Randolph of 
the United States Army. with the as- 
sistance of competent native helpers, 
has with the utmost care, translated 
and thoroughly revised this important 
manuscript which has been presented 
to the society without cost by the chap- 
lain and dedicated to the missionary 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South.

HE STRONGEST GOLD NATION. 
As shown by a recent official state- 
ment, the treasury of the United States 
comtains about $550,000,000 of gold. 
This is the largest stock of gold in the 
world, and its possession places the 
United States in the front rank, from 
a financial point of view. The treas- 
ury of France comes next, with a 
holding of $497,000,000 in gold. Russ‘a 
has $361,000,000, and Great Britain 
$172,000,000 on hand. 

Commenting upon the holding of 
so large an amount of gold in our 
national treasury, the New York Press 
expresses the opinion that it is in 
large part due to the protective tariff 
policy which has been in operation in 
the United States for some years past. 
“When an article is manufactured 
here instead of being made abroad 
and imported,” says the Prus:, “there 
is a distinct addition to the wealth of 
the country of an amount equal to the 
difference between the value of the 
raw material and the value of the 
product. As the protectiv> system 
adds many millions annually to our 
actual wealth, the volume of credit 
required by the process of exchanging 
this wealth is also increased. For the 
volume of credit in a peaceable civi- 
lized nation tends to be larger and 
larger all the time, so that a less per- 
centage of the total business is trans- 
acted by the exchange of cash every 
year. The presence of gold in the 
public treasury instead of its disap- 
pearance into private hoards as in 
times of distrust, is a vote of public 
confidence in which every coin is a 
favorable ballot.” 

There is undoubtedly much truth in 
this view of the case. It is a fact not 
to be gainsaid that our country has 
enjoyed its greatest prosperity during 
those periods in which the protective 
tariff? has operated most freely. The 
unprecedented season of prosperity 
which we are enjoying at the present 
time is due in part, but not wholly, 
to the rehabilitation of the protective 
tariff laws in 1897. One of the potent 
factors in bringing about these ¢e- 
sirable conditions was the overwhelm- 
ing defeat of the free-silver fallacy in 
1896, and the firm establishment of 
the policy and the finances of the gov- 
ernment upon the gold basis. This 
was an influence of incomputable 
value in restoring confidence through- 
out the land; and through the restora- 
tion of confidence, enterprise was en- 
couraged. capital was drawn into 
productive channels, labor was pro- 
vided with profitable and abundant 
employment, hope and courage re- 
vived, and the step from industrial 
depression to inaustrial activity was 
comparatively short 11 easy. 

If ever a theory was discredited, dis- 
approved, and completely overthrown, 
the free-silver colnage theory was so 
treated in the national campaign of 
1896. From that time dates the era 
of this nation’s greatest prosperity. 
The results which followed the turn- 
ing a.wn of the free-silver fallacy 
were almost diametrically opposite to 
the results which were predicted by 
the silverite theorists. Instead of 
businees stagnation, following the es- 
tablishment of the single gold stand- 
ard, a wonderful impulse of enterprise 
and activity ran through all the chan- 
nels of industrial and commercial life. 
Instead of a falling market for com- 
modities, we had a steady rise of 
values. The value of money lessened 
instead of advancing. Business of all 
kinds was quickened instead of lan- 
guishing. The farmer prospere!, in 
common with all other citizens, where- 
as his utter ruin had been woefully 
predicted by every silverite in the 
campaign, as one of the certain results 
of the triumph of the gold standard. 
None of the dire prophecies were iul- 
filled, while the abundant realization 
of opposite results gave a blow to the 
free-silver fallacy from which it has 
never recovered and can never re- 
cover. 

Therefore—giving the protective 
tariff due and proper credit for its 
share in bringing about our phenum- 
enal national prosperity—ii is not 
well to forget that the triumph of 
sound financial principles wae also 
@ potent factor in bringing about that 
triumphant result.

IN PRINTING CHARGES. 


WANAGER WILSON OBJECTS TO 
THE SOLE DISTINCTION. 


Demands of the Council That Man- 
ager Clover Be Given a Chance to 
Refund Some of the Meney Obtained 
by the Express When That Paper 
Held the Contract. 


Manager Warren Wilson of the Los 
Angeles Daily Journal has experi- 
enced a change of heart since he in- 
structed his attorney to appear be- 
fore the Council! in caucus and offer 
restitution of the overcharge on the 
printing c6ntract last year. Then the 
award of the contract for the prevent 
year was pending and Manager Wi'ron 
Was prepared to make concessions. 
Against the advice of President Pow- 
ers the offer was rejected. Now the 
city apparently has a fight on Its 
hands. 

At the morning session of the Cour- 
ell yesterday the demand of the Jour- 
nal for $766.50 was presented by the 
City Auditor in accordance with the 


request of several individual mem- 
bers. Payment

mated at between $300 and $600. When 
Manager Wiison made his voluntary 
offer, some weeks ago, he consented

“The City Attorney is hereby re- 


quested to make an estimate «cf the 
amount paid the Daily Journal Com- 
pany for printing and publishing the 
delinquent tax list last year over and 
above the amount due under the con- 
tract by reason of the use of larger 
type than was authorized.” 

In speaking to tne ‘uestion Pierce 


objected to holding up the demand on 


the ground that it was arbitrary ac- 
tion and that anothe? and better way 
Was open for the Council to recover 
the amount of the excess charges. 
Bowen insisted that the Council had 
the right to hold up the demand. He 
deciared that the overcharge has been 
admitted and that the City Attorney 
should be deputized to ‘Ind out the 
amount.

Wilson had an inning. He believes« it 
unfair that the Journal! should be 
made to repay an overcharge unless 
the Evening Express gets the same 
kind of treatment. The Council most 
unceremoniously filed the following 
communication relating to the matter: 

“I understand that by resolution you 
have ordered the City Attorney to 
make an investigation into the alleged 
overcharge by the Daily Journal Com- 
pany in the printing of the delinquent 
tax list last year. I desire to call your 
fitention to the testimony of W. 
Fieming. local manager of the Amer- 
ican Ty Founders’ Company, and 
Garner Curran, manager of the South- 
west Printers’ Supply Company, both 
of whom, in a communication to your 
honorable body stated that the type 
used by the Journal in the publication 
of all ordinances and other advertise- 
ments (except the delinquent tax list) 
during its contract last year was non- 
pareil, and that used by the Eventne 
Express the previous year Was minion; 
and that in the printing of the tax lis: 
both the Journal and Express’ used 
minion. 

“If the statements of Meser®, Flein- 
ing and Curran are not sufficient to 
convince your honorable body I have 
in my possession the signed sfiate- 
ment of Fred Alles who. at the tire 
of the printing of said city ordinances 
and tax list In the #vening Exprers. 
was the manager of that publication. 
that all -of said ordinances and tax 
lieta were printed on a minton body. 

“TI beg to advise your honorable body 
that the Daily Journal will not be 
made a scapegoat without a vigorous 
protest, in an alleged and false charge 
that it. has defrauded the city, and on 
behalf of said paper, I hereby demand 
that your investigations and report 
cover the period of the city printing 
by the Evening Express, as well as 
by the Daily Journal, both of which. 
or parts of which, occurred during the 
term of the present Council. 

“Tt seems preposterous to me that 
with all the evidence before vou, show - 
ing that. the Express company, and not 
the Journal company, was the rea! vio- 
lator of the city’s printing contract, 
you should seek by your offictal ac- 
tions to besmirch the Journal, and 
let the guilty Express go scot free. 

“The Journal will cheerfully repay 
to the city any money that may be 
proved to be a technical overcharge 
on its part. but violation of our con- 
tract—if violation it was—occurred 
through being guided by the printer's 


rule of ‘follow copy,’ which in this case

Supervisors Cogitating on Expression 
of Popylar Opinion—Highwaymen Ask 
for a Further Appropriation in the 
Cause of Good Roads. 


License or no license is a question 
that properly can be submitted to the 
people. 

So Deputy District-Attorney Wilbur 
has informed the Board of Supervis- 
ors, which body hopes to put the 
question of saloon maintenance’ in 
each country precinct to popular vote 
at the coming election. Thus would 
the people have a sort of local option— 
voting every two years, yes or no, on 
the liquor question. 

Says the District Attorney: “We are 
clearly of the opinion that the Super- 
visors have the right to submit any 
question to the people for an expres- 
sion of their opinion, and undoubtedly 
the license question is within that 
broad category. 

“Indeed, we are inclined to think 
that, even in the absence of statutory 
authority, the Supervisors might sub- 
mit a question of this nature for an 
opinion to the voters. A more difficult 
question, however, will arise in any ef- 
fort to utilize in: practical legislation 
this expression of opinion. It is evi- 
dent from Supreme Court decisions 
and from Article I, section 11, of the 
State Constitution, that any attempt 
of the Board of Supervisors to give 
effect in the different precincts to the 
result of the elections in any partic- 
ular precinct for a definite perlod— 
say, two years—in lieu of the present 
system of petition and protest, would 
be at best of doubtful constitution- 
ality. 

“An ordinance of the Supervisors, 
by which it is sought to allow the 
electors of the several precincts of the 
county to determine whether or not 
licenses should issue in any precinct 
would seem to fall under the objection 
raised by the Supreme Court in ex- 
parte Wall, wherein it said: ‘Our gov- 
ernment is a representative republic, 
not a simple democracy.

LAND TROUBLE. 
VALUABLE STRIP IN CITY. 
Seven small feet of property front- 
ing on Grand avenue and part of a 
large parcel at the corner of Temple 
street and Bunker Hill avenue are the 
cause of a lawsuit begun yesterday in 
the Superior Court. The plaintiff is the 
German Savings and Loan Society, and 
invoives a woman's financiering 

through a decade. 

The defendant is Mrs, Alameda M. 
Smith, whose husband, Matthew Smith, 
deeded her for a gift a large amount 
of realty in the above locality. 

This deed was executed in May, 1882. 
In November, 1887, Mrs. Smith bor- 
rowed $15,000 on the property from 
plaintiff, and in the following April 
got $7500 more. In October, 1892, these 
two mortgages were renewed by ex- 
ecuting a new instrument for $22,500, 
but the description in the new mort- 
gage, it is alleged, was faulty in omit- 
ting 7.47 feet of the Grand-avenue 
frontage. 

But, says the complaint, it was all 
a mistake unknown to both parties. 

In March, 1899, the mortgage was 
foreclosed and a judgment was ren- 
dered against Mrs. Smith for $32,791.01. 
The property was sold under the ham- 
mer, and on January 17, 1900, a deed 
Was executed to the plaintiff. This 
deed also left out the seven feet on 
Grand avenue. 

The omission was. not discovered 
until during the present year, and now 
the piaintiff is alarmed to find that the 
St. Angelo Hiotel, a large building on 
the premises, extends in its entirety 
over the strip of land, and Is so erected 
that a part of it cannot be removed 
without destruction to the whole. 

At. the foreclpsure sale the proceeds 
were $2589.85 short of the amount called 
for in the decree, and for the balance 
due a deficiency judgment was ren- 
dered. In February, 1999 Mrs, Smith's 
attorney induced plaintiff to release 
this judgment for the nominal sum of 
$5. on the representation that “she 
had not a dollar in the world and 
no property of any kind.” 

Now she claims an equity in the strip 
of 7.47 feet, and plaintiff wants her 
compelled to deed it to the cornora- 
tion. asserting that the same wae‘sold 
at the fofeciosure sale and should have 
been included in the faulty deseription. 
Messrs. Goodfellow & Eells of San 
Francisco are attorneys for plaintiff, 


TO GO LT ALONE. 
WIFE ASKS TO DO 8O. 

Brave women with sick or improvi- 
dent husbands often resort to the law 
to become sole traders. 

A petition was filed yesterday in re 
Superior Court by Mra. June A. , 
Robertson, who is desirous of becom- 
ing a sole trader, to enable her to 
support herself and her aged father, N. 
Whittlesey, who is dependent upon her. 
She asserts that she is insufficiently 
supported by her husband, J. R. Rob- 
ertson, by reason of ill health, due to 
weak heart, chronic indigestion and 
stomach trouble—causing him §fre- 
quent fainting spells and  itinability 
to do hard work or to endure constant 
application to business 

A “sole trader” is a woman allowed 
by permission of court to “go it alone” 
on $500 or less of community property 
or of the separate property of her 
husband. 

Mrs. Robertson announces, an inten- 
tion to invest the means she can get 
in preparing to practice medicine and 
sell real estate and personal property. 
She hopes to raise the money from 
community property. The husband of 
a sole trader is not Mable for any debts 
contracted by his wife in the course 
of her sole trader's business, unless 
contracted upon his written consent. 
A sole trader is responsible and itable 
for the maintenance of her minor chil- 
dren. All she can earn, however, be- 
longs exclusively to her, and she is 
not liable for any debts of her hus- 
band. 

An applicant to become a sole trader 
must swear that her application is 
made in good faith, and not to defraud 
any creditor or prevent him from col- 
lecting his debt. This Mra. Robertson 
asserts. Her attorney is Elizabeth L. 
Kenney, “Eeq.”

PRESBYTERIAN HOST. 
Great Army Will Visit Les Angeles 
When the General Assembly As- 


sembles Here Next Year. 


Missionaries from Greenland’s icy 
mountains and India’s coral strand; 
Presbyterian ministers from Kankakee 
to New York; lay brothers from Pasa- 
dena to Congress, will be in Los An- 
geles when the next Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly assemblies next year. 

The importance of the coming ses- 
sion will be great, and of special sig- 
nificance to Los Angeles. According 
to Dr. Hugh K. Walker, it may be 
historic to Presbyterianism. 

“This will be the seasion at which 
final action will be taken on the re- 
vision for which overtures have been 
presented. The various presbyteries 
a present reports on revision at that 

me. 

“The city will be filled with visitors. 
Thefe will be at least 700 delegates. 
Haif of these will be laymen and half 
clergymen. 

“Among these will be the representa- 
tive men of the United States. There 
will be members of Congress, and 
sold business men from almost every 
part of the United States; the only 
part that will not be heavily repre- 
sented is New England. There is only 
one presbytery in New England: there 
are eight in California and two in 
California. 

“It seems to me a significant thing 
cond a most fortunate op unity that 
Southern California should have a 
chance to show her resources to such 
men as these. 

“In addition to the members of the 
General Assembly, there will very 
probably be several hundred women 
from the Heme and Foreign Mission- 
ary boards: they usually follow the 
' General Assembly in convention places. 

“There will be hosts of foreign mis- 
sionarie’ present. They will come from 
all over the world, from India, China 
and all over. Most of the foreign mis. 
sionaries who are on furlough in the 
United States, will doubtless be here. 

“As I understand the rafiroads will 
cut the rates, I suppose there will be 
thousands of tourists here at the samo 


time. 
| “It has been charged that the rail- 
roads worked to get the General As- 
sembly in Los Angeles. Well, what if 
they di4? I don’t see why they should 
be criticised for that; that’s what they 
are In the business for. 

“Altogether there will be 232 pres- 
byteries represented in Los Angeles at 
the General Assembly.”

Santa Paula's field may be the next 
to figure in a consolidation of produc- 
ing oll properties. 

It is now reported that an effort is 
being made by an eastern syndicate to 
secure control of some of the best pro- 
ducing properties in the field, the in- 
tention being to form one large com- 
pany. Owing to the fact that the prod- 
uct of the Santa Paula district ie of a 
superior grade and gravity, and in 
great demand for refining purposes, oll 
wells there pay, even with the market 
in its present state of stagnation. Sev- 
eral of the largest producers have been 
approached with propositions to sell 
their holdings outright, or dlepose of 
a controlling interest in them. The 
Aquila company is one that has been 
asked to name a price for valuable oil 
land, and others have been requested 
to entertain similar propositions. 

A Santa Paula producer said itn this 
city yesterday that it is quite probable 
that some important tranefers will be 
made in the near future. 

KEEP OUT REFINERIES. 

Residents of the Seventh Ward cre 
still campaigning to keep out oll re- 
finertés. meeting held in Lee's

LAND SHARPS 
TRAP UNWARY. 


Swindles Practiced in 
of Liens. 


Imperfect Titles 
State Tax Deeds.

Unserupulous Dealers and 
Careless Investors Gener- 


ate Disputes. 


Real estate swindling jn a new form 
is alleged by purchasers of property 
possessed by the State, on account of 
the non-payment of taxes. There are 
several victims in Los Angeles. 

As is generally the case, the trouble 
arises from ignorance and carelessness 
on the pert of the victims, as much 
as from the misrepr tations of un- 
scrupulous realty dealers. But the 
law and its workings are sufficiently 
complex to furnish an easy method by 
which land sharps may trap the un- 
wary. 

Prospective purchasers should take 
cognizance of the following facts: 
First, a deed from the State to prop- 
erty sold for taxes is simply the as- 
signment by the State of its claim on 
account of taxes; second, the validity 
of this deed has never been estab- 
Mshed by decision of the Supreme 
Court; third, no abstract company will 
issue @ certificate of title on such «a 
deed, and it is not generally consid- 
ered a good claim to ownership. 

The law controlling the sale of prop- 
erty for taxes was passed by the Leg- 
isiature in 1898, not to become opera- 
tive for five years. It provides for 
the purchase by the State of property 
on which the taxes have passed the 
last stage of delinquency. The State 
holds this property five years, during 
which time it may be redeemed by 
the owner paying the taxes, accrued 
interest and penalties. At the end of 
five years the property becomes irre- 
deemabie, and on demand of any re- 
sponsible person and the payment of 
costs the county officials advertise it 
four weeks, and then sell it at public 
action from the Courthouse steps. The 
successful bid cannot be less than 
the amount due the State, and any 
surplus is divided pro rata between 
the county and State. 

Such a sale amounts to nothing 
more than the transfer of the State's 
claim, or lien on the property. The

While the 
been in active operation only a few 
years, there have been several legal 
actions over it in the Superior Court 
here. Huwever, so far, these  dis- 
putes have all been compromised, and 
there is no exact precedent. One such 
suit is now pending. 

Recently certain speculators have 
searched the books for such perty, 
and much of it has been sold, gener- 
ally in lots of from forty to fifty 
parcels, to reduce the cost of adver- 
tising. The prices paid.for these 
tax claims generally range from one- 
tenth to one-fourth the value of the 
property. Having secured control of 
the property at a trifling figure, the 
asharpers offer it for sale at what ap- 

ars to be a great n, and would 

if the title were good. The unsus- 

ting purchaser is not told that it 
s tax-sale property, and that’ the 
seller has but an untested claim to 
it. In Other cases the speculators have 
a scheme by which they secure a cer- 
tificate of title, which convinces the 
purchaser that his deeds are as good 
as can be secured. 

If the victim is too ignorant, trust- 
ing or careless to have the matter 
properly investigated by competent 
persons, he is unaware of the fraud 
unté] he is compelled to go into court 
to defend his right to the property.

LONG BEACH, May 2%.—A state- 
ment in which he defines his position 
relative to the affairs of the Long 
Beach schoo] district has been made 
by Rev. A. W. Adkinson pastor of the 
Long Beach Methodist Church. 

The statement bears on what was 
Printed in today’s Times regarding his 
activity in politics. With to 
the meeting held at the City Hall last 
Thursday evening on ea call published 
only a short time before the gather- 
ing Mr. Adkinson says: 

“I’‘had nothing to do with the call- 
ing of the meeting although I am in 
sympathy with the call. It has been 
charged that the calling of the meet- 
ing Was without precedent but a meet- 
ing of the voters of the Alamitos terri- 
tory was similarly called a year ago 
when Mr. Fortune was pledged in 
nomination.” 

Regarding the present regime in the 
school district Mr. Adkinson spoke 
frankly. 

“I do not like the present Mmanage- 
ment of the schools,” he said. “I be- 
lieve that all the pubiic schools of the 
district should be under one head, in- 
stead of having one supervising prin- 
cipal for the primary and gtammar 
grades and another supervising prin- 
cipal for the High School. In that 

tion I am in entire accord with 
nty Superin ent Strine. 

“Yes, when appointment of a 
successor to Mr. Fortune was pend- 
ing severa] months ago I worked for 
the appointment of Mr. Webster. His 
petition was presented to Superin- 
tendent Strine ahead of the Thorn- 
burg petition. I saw Superintendent 
Strine in the interést of Mr. Webster's 
cand Mr. Thornburg waa not 
named by the people of the Alamitos 
district, but by a well-known politi- 
clan of Long am Mr. Strine will 
bear me out in the statement that I 
in no sense antagonized Mr. Thorn- 
burg. Mr. Thornburg is an entire 
stranger to me and I did urge the 
appointment of Mr. Webster. 

“No. I do not recall that in urging 
Mr. Webster's case, I said I wanted 
a member on the whose rela- 
tions with me would be closer. I may 
have said that I felt that I had no in- 
fluence at all with the present board. 

“I hold that any pastor who does 
not take an active interest in school 
matters fails to measure up to his 
responsibility. The public school is 
one of the chief bulwarks of our Amer- 
ican civilization. When the preacher 
and the educator are not in sympa- 
thy with each other in all great es- 
sential matters something is wrong 
with one or the other, or both. 

“IT have not sent any representative 
to sound the candidates as to what 
course they would pursue if elected 
trustees. e matter of sounding the 
present trustees as to their course 
if re#lected was never mentioned in 
my presence.”
